The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of record fairly discloses the claimed electrodeionization apparatus, in particular 
the ratio of the concentrating compartments is higher that the ratio of the desalting 
compartment. The Table 1 in the specification on page 12 shows the unexpected 
results obtained by the use of the claimed ratios.
